Ancestors of Robert Todd Lincoln 
played a leading part iii the political | % •' 
and business affairs of Berks county 
during the latter part of the 18th cen­ 
tury, one of them even serving in the 
State Legislature a few years after the

Scientists Wage 
Open Warfare On 
Destructive Rust 


AY a s h i n g t o n - Agi i c ti 11 u re sc ie at feta 
here are waiting with interest the 
on iconto of experiments conducted by 
their agents, Oklahoma state authori­ 
ties and Army Air corps fliers, with a 
view ty finding some effective mentis 
of resisting rust spore attacks upon 
crops. 
While the field experiments were 
under way army aircraft were sent 
out daily from Fort Sill. Okla.. to 
search tho air for lust spores. 
They 
fished elevations from J,OOO to 3,000 
feet, using glass plates covered with 
sticky substances with which to hook 
the spores. 
Milk bottles were used 
for game bags and as the plates 
picked up the germs or organ isms 
they we lh* placed in the bottle con­ 
tainers and tightly scaled. 
, 
Oklahoma state and federal Agri­ 
cultural experts have been supplied 
with spores caught by the air pilots 
and are trying to solve the rust prob­ 
lem 
for the farmers. 
Memoranda 
wet*1 attached to each bottle of spores 
turned over by the aviators to the 
se lent feta which gave information re­ 
garding the altitude, time, wind di­ 
rection and rainfall data. prevailing 
at the time the spores were caught.
